DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 178-188 and 197-200 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: referring to claim 178, it would not have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art to provide a computer controlled display system having a movable 
assembly mechanically coupled to a flat panel display, wherein housed with the movable 
assembly is (1) a counter-balancing spring assembly having a proximal end coupled with a 
biscuit of a display mounting assembly and a distal end coupled with a biscuit of a base rotation 
assembly, and (2) an anti-torsion cable. These features, in combination with the rest of the 
elements or steps, are not taught or suggested by the prior art references. Claims 179-200 
depend, either directly or indirectly, from claim 178 and are therefore allowable for at least the 
reasons provided above.
